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Will Ferrell is back from 
‘Man vs. Wild’— will fans follow 
him to ‘Land of the Lost’?

When most celebrities set out to promote a 
movie, it’s all about the interviews. Maybe a 
news conference here or there. A talk show 
appearance to make sure they’re covering all 
their bases. 

Will Ferrell, whose movie “Land of the Lost” 
opened Friday, is not most celebrities. He ate a 
reindeer’s eyeball. To promote his adaptation 
of the ’70s TV show about adventurers who 
travel through time to a strange and unwelcom- 
ing wilderness, Ferrell filmed an episode of the 
Discovery Channel’s “Man vs. Wild.”

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In the show, he and adventurer Bear Grylls trek 
to the wilderness of northern Sweden, where 
the actor eats a grilled reindeer eyeball— among 
many other outrageous acts. 

He climbs out of a helicopter by rope 
(“Mommy!” he shouts), is eased down a cliff 
supported by two sticks wedged in ice, trudges 
through waist-deep snow on makeshift snow- 
shoes of twigs and spends a night with Grylls 
in a snow cave. Dinner, and breakfast the next 
morning, comes from the head of a reindeer 
carcass found along the way 

“Nine out of 10 actors would not do that,” 
Ferrell deadpanned in an interview with The 
Associated Press. 

He wasn’t familiar with “Man vs. Wild,” prob- 
ably the looniest and most entertaining series 
in the adventurist genre, when his manager 
broached the idea. But the comic actor, who 


has run three marathons, warmed to the idea. 

“I started watching it and thought. This 
could be too crazy to say no to,’ ” Ferrell said. 

And it sounds like his “Man vs. Wild” 
approach was not unlike his “Lost” adventure— 
with all its subject matter involving a land inhab- 
ited by dinosaurs, reptilian creatures called the 
Sleestak and a race of primate-like characters 
who have their own special language. 

The big question remaining, though, is this: 
Will his reboot stay loyal enough to the 1970s 
TV show on which it’s based to keep die-hard 
fans happy? Will it be a hit like J.J. Abrams’ rei- 
magined “Star Trek” film, or will it get a little 
guff from movie buffs like McG’s “Terminator 
Salvation” project did when it was released last 
month? Ferrell sounds optimistic it will appeal 
to broad audiences. 

“They can’t be too hard on us, because while 


‘Land of the Lost’ is known to some, it’s not 
known to a wide audience, so we had to kind of 
expand it,” Ferrell told MTV in a recent inter- 
view 

Granted, there are some not-so-subtle chang- 
es to the original show about Dr. Rick Marshall 
and his family, who are caught in a time warp 
and transported to a treacherous wilderness in 
another dimension. In the movie adaptation, 
Marshall (Ferrell) is accompanied not by his 
children, but by a sultry fellow scientist named 
Holly (Anna Friel) and a knucklehead outsider 
named Will (Danny McBride). 

They still encounter familiar faces such as 
Chaka, a lovable yet mischievous primate-like 
creature, and evil-doer Enik, who lords over a 
mysterious collection of crystals. And of course 
there’s a big old dinosaur. 

“You got Sleestaks, you got Rick, you got 


Chaka, you got the infamous sign on the 
rock, ‘Beware of Sleestak,’ ” Ferrell told MTV. 
“You have Enik, you have crystals, you have 
Grumpy the T-rex, so I don’t want to hear it!” 
he joked. 

Sid Krofft, a co-creator of the original TV 
show with Marty Krofft, said the story has 
been updated to appeal to modern sensibili- 
ties. And no, it’s not as trippy as the original. 
(The Kroffts, who also created children’s shows 
including “H.R. Pufnstuf,” “The Bugaloos” and 
“Sigmund and the Sea Monsters,” have been 
the subject of speculation that they used drugs 
while creating their imaginative program- 
ming.) 

“If we did the drugs that we’ve been accused 
of doing all these years, we wouldn’t be here 
answering your questions,” Sid Krofft said 
in an online chat forum moderated by The 
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Washington Post this week. “I just want to 
make one thing really, really clear. When we 
created these shows it was all through the ’70s, 
and those were the psychedelic years.” 

While “Lost” retains the show’s campy 
approach, it also has modern references to pop 
culture that include, but are not limited to, a 
cameo by “Today” show co-host Matt Lauer, a 
joke about a certain celebrity chef and an ongo- 
ing bit about the relevance of Broadway show 
‘A Chorus Line.” 

So don’t worry about the premise being out 
of date, they say 

“Sid and Marty Krofft have always moved 
with the times,” Krofft said in the Washington 
Post forum. “When you go to see ‘Land of the 
Lost’ the movie, you will see that we brought it 
up to the year 2009.” ap, redeye contributed.

It*s not that he hasn't given ns plcntj-^ of reasons to 
caJl it all off T mean, let's not kid ourselves: The guy 
gets ai’ound. He's assembled a string of cx-rcstau- 
tants so long and so difficult to spell (C;^ilpancmgo, 
Ixcapuzalco,Tepatulco, Real Tenochtitlan and Fm 
stopping there because my spellcheck doesn’t do 
Spanish or proper nouns) that we dare not get too 
attached to his latest, a North Center Mexican spot 
called T^s Moles, 

But commitment issues aside, the guy’s got 
something we just can't ignore, I le rnahes mole like 
nobody else. And last weekend, we found out he’s 
got a secret he's been keepmg from us: 1 Ic does 
brunch too, and be does it well. 

Like most of Bahena’s recent spots, the month- 
old Los Moles has the feel of a restaurant pur 
together on the fly The decor’s a bit disjointed, it 
opened without a licjuDr license, and the servers 
seem easily confused. But wc figured out long ago 
that we don't keep following Baherui around town 
for the ambiance. The attraction is strictly the food. 

The cuisine; The surprising thing about brunch at 
Los Moles is that there's no mole on the menu— not 
even a single cursory nod to the main reason Bahcna 
still has us wrapped around his finger alter ;ill these 


years. Instead, the meal is overwhelmingly egg- 
focused, offering huevos rancheros (Sir), huevos 
monilcnos (Siz), huevos con chorizo (Siz), chilaquilcs 
(Sit) and about a half-dozen tjther savory (Options, 

Anything sci'vcd with fresh tortillas, which arc 
made moments before they hit your plate at a sta- 
tion in the center of the restaurant, is a good bet. 

In fact, you shonld ask for tortillas on the side 
regardless of your order. We went for huevos esrikj 
cl Bajio (Siz), poached eggs over a pair of crisp corn 
masa boats resting in creamy poblano sauce, and the 
warm tortUlas came in handy when wc found our- 
selves wanting to sop up every last bit of the smoky 
multi-layered sauce. 

There also arc lighter lunch entrees, including 
quesadillas nortenas (Sto-so-Siz^jo), four soft tor- 
tillas loaded with wai m Chihuahua cheese and a 
choice of duck, chicken, shrimp or meaty Mexican 
mushrooms and roasted poblanos, a combo that 
made us forget all atiout moie for a moment. 

If you've iiad only dinner dates with Bahena, 
nov/s as good a time as any to give brunch a try. 

We promise, he’ll be there for you in the 
morning— at least for now':

Yes, hearing Dave Matthews’ voice is like 
entering a time machine set for the mid-’ 90 s, 
and, no, T haven’t had much interest in listen- 
ing to the band in close to a decade.

I le also helps keep the 
band loose on dramatic midtempo pieces like “Dive In” and 
pushes the sound towards something that’s more authentic 
and less deliberate, sincere instead of earnest. 

In the past, A'latthcv^ sometimes grew tiresome 
because it sounded like he was sitting and pondering his 
wordy ruminations too long.

Loretta Carter was laid off in December 
after lo years working for AT&T 

“It was completely devastating,” she 
says. “There were so many people I 
knew there, it was like family” She began 
searching for a new job, but quicDy real- 
ized that she lacked the proper qualifica- 
tions for any of them. 

Instead, the 41-year-old Back of the 
Tards resident joined a growing exodus 
of out-of-work adults across the city and 
the country — 563,000 more nationwide in 
April alone— who have flocked to commu- 
nity colleges to better their job prospects. 

Seventy-one percent of commu- 
nity colleges have reported a gain of 5 
percent or more in overall enrollment 
over the last 12 months, according to 
a March survey by the analyst groups 
League for Innovation and the Campus 
Computing Project. 

In Chicago, the trend is similar. 
Officials at the City Colleges of Chicago 
report a 9.1 percent jump in overall 
enrollment from the 2007-08 school year 
to 2008-09. The district does not track 
whether students are returning from the 
workplace, but it does show a 24.1 percent 
increase in continuing education. 

In Carter’s case, an appointment with an 
adviser at Wilbur Wright College revealed 
that, with credit from classes she’d taken 
previously, she needed only two more 
classes to complete an associate’s degree in 
general studies. Not wanting to wait for a 
financial aid decision, she dipped into her 
severance pay and started online courses 
within two weeks of being laid off 

At Wright, Carter took a class in 
microfinancing and another in human 
resources— which, she says, “helped me 
understand why I’d been let go. I didn’t 
have a career path. Tbu have to own your- 
self, you can’t count on your company to 
do it for you.” 

She graduated in early May, having 
earned As in both classes. Eventually, 
Carter hopes to work in human resourc- 
es. “In all my years at AT&T,” she says, 
“everything I was doing was something 
anyone could do. Tbu need to be more 
valuable to the company; you need to 
reinvent yourself, like Madonna does.”

Even though girls getting ready for their high 
school proms have heard about the risks asso- 
ciated with indoor tanning, they have been 
flocking to tanning salons this spring to get that 
baseline bronze. 

“I think it makes you feel better about 
yourself when you look tanner,” says Kayla 
Adams, a senior at Manchester High School, 
a Connecticut campus near Hartford. 
“Celebrities, everybody, talk about being 
tanned. It’s also really relaxing.” 

Says Alissa Ranno, a senior at nearby Rocky 
Hill High School: “Tanning does make you look 
more attractive. It brings out your features 
more: your eyes, your face, your hair.” 

The risks of skin cancer concern her, she says, 
“but I take life day by day ... I’m not trying to 
say I’m careless.” 

But is it OK to do it for a month or two 
before their prom? 

“We don’t know if there is any such 
thing as a safe use of the sun tanning bed,” 
says Dr. Philip Kerr, an assistant professor of 
dermatology at the University Connecticut 
School of Medicine. “But certainly less is 
better.” 

Tanning beds have been associated with an 


increased risk of melanoma and non-mela- 
noma skin cancer, according to the American 
Academy of Dermatologists. 

Several studies have shown that tanning-bed 
use before age 35 is associated with an increased 
risk of melanoma, while excessive use of tan- 
ning beds is linked to skin aging, immune sup- 
pression and eye damage. 

The association of tanning beds and skin 
cancer is strong, Kerr says. 

He expects that research eventually will 
confirm a cause-and-effect relationship 
between tanning beds and skin cancer— much 
the way smoking was eventually, definitively 


linked to cancer. 

When he talks to young patients, Kerr 
emphasizes that tanning beds definitely cause 
“premature aging of the skin. ... That’s a mes- 
sage that seems to resonate with young women 
and girls: You don’t want to look old before your 
time.” 

But it’s a message many young people 
ignore. “Generally, there is still a perception 
that people look healthier and better when 
they are tanned,” says Dr. Arielle Kauvar, a 
dermatologist in New York. “It’s hard to con- 
vince young people that this is actually a dan- 
gerous behavior.”
